THE ADOPTION PROBLEM 
Since I wrote one article on the problem of 
the adoption of children, I have received an enor­ 
mous mail, some of it of quality, much of it in­ 
temperate abuse on the part of social workers 
whose attitude is, “You stick to your last as we 
are experts w ho know w hat w e do. * 
Of course, we are all experts in our own hu­ 
man relations and generally regard the proles- 
sional as an intruder. I often rca<j the agony in­ 
quiries in newspapers and magazines in preference 
to comic strips, wondering how one gets up the 
exhibitionists courage to relate the most private 
of privacies not only to one stranger but to mil­ 
lions of them. 
If Princess M argaret were to ask me w hether j 
the British should support the United States or 
Soviet Russia in the Egyptian m atter. I am sure 
that I could give her ain objective reply, but if 
she asked me w hether she should m arry Pi tor 
Townsend, I would regard it as im pertinent to 
reply. How would I know w hether such a m ar­ 
riage would m ake for happiness and a good life? 
These little personal equations are infinitely more 
difficult to solve than broad, historic m atters. 
The family is at its best when it consists of a 
father, m other and children. It is happiest under 
Homogeneous conditions and one factor is re­ 
ligion. Few families stand well the w ear and tear 
of religious differences,-although in some lamilk s 
these difficulties are overcome by intense thought­ 
fulness And consideration. 
Furtherm ore, it is human experience that chil­ 
dren do not grow up satisfactorily without moral J 
training which is most effective when associated} 
j with religion.

Recently, a health survey was made in the 
New city of Tulsa, Oklahoma, with a view to obtaining 
the opinions of the population on such subjects as 
doctors’ fees, health insurance, hospital care, and 
emergency medical care. The facts they uncov­ 
ered may very well be representative of the feel­ 
ings of people in other cities. 
Eighty-three per cent of the people interviewed 
believe th at there is need for some system of as­ 
suring emergency medical care. The questioning 
on this need revealed that, out of 485 families 
covered in the survey, 90—o r 19 per cent- report­ 
ed at least one medical emergency during the 
previous year. Of those 90 families, nine said they 
had difficulty in obtaining the services of a doctor. 
Of the nine experiencing difficulties, five were 
among families having a regular physician and

“I had played all over Europe and audiences are the same,” he 
said.

He felt it 
was a name that was “easily retained.” Marceau. as Rip, appears 
In white face, with a top hat adorned with a single flower. 
“The white face,” he says, “is traditional. It comes down through 
the centuries all the way from Pierrot. My costume, though, I 
have modernized.” 
From New York, he’ll take Rip to Boston. Philadelphia, Mon­ 
treal, Quebec, Vancouver.

“In the U. S.,” he says, “people are descended from European 
culture.

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Child’s Demotion Can Be a 


Good, Productive Experience 


By MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 


Withing the coming weeks, It is possible that your child's teacher 
will find it necessary to say to you: “David’s work has not been up 
to standard. I don’t think he’s ready for third grade work. So if 
you can’t get him to improve it, I’ll have to recommend that he be 
put back to repeat the second grade.” 
‘Tile chances are, David's teacher will expect you to react to her 
news with panic. She’ll expect us to resist the idea of demoting him 
with angry arguments or discouraged pleas for delay. She’ll expect 
us to be terribly upset by his failure to«ieliver a “standard” third 
grade performance — and bring fo it all the exhausting, hackneyed, 
“standard” emotions of parents whose moral values are machine- 
made and mass-produced. 
Let’* surprise her. Instead of resisting her idea of demoting 
David, let’s beat her to it with immediate acceptance of it. 
I>et’s say to her, “Miss Jones, relax. If David is having to strain 
for third grade work, I do not object to demotion. Quite the con­ 
trary. I’d like him demoted at once. For I’ve no intention of pressing 
him to ’improve’ his work. My whole duty to David is to see to it 
that he works happily and thoroughly. He can’t possibly do this 
under pressure from you or me. So let’s get him out of this third 
grade quickly before its strains teach him to do sloppy and dis­ 
couraged work.” 
A child’s respect for his work is always the real issue in a school 


demotion. Conditions of strain destroy this respect. That is why we 
cannot afford hackneyed “standard’ feelings toward his demotion. 
How we meet David’s demotion will never be forgotten. All his 
life he will remember how we chose to deal with his set-back in the 
third grade. 
It we make loving and independent use of it to strengthen his 
self-respect, he won’t think of set-backs as defeats. But if we mix 
this set-back up with those destructive “standard” emotion of 
discouragement and shame, he may never get straight on set-backs. 
All our confusion and agitation will disappear the instant we 
can welcome David’s demotion as a good and productive experience. 
To wake us up, I quote some words from one of the greatest 
teacers of children who ever lived — Switzerland’s Heinrich Pes- 
talozzi: 
‘ Parents should never hurry children. Let them first attain 
that strength which comes from dealing well with matters nearest 
at hand. Be fearful of sternness or strain. By ambitious pushing, we 
diminish the powers of the child and disturb the equilibrium of his 
nature. The natural way of teaching is never coercive.” 
Feel better?

son, manager of the Kingston 
Social Security Office, reminded 
local storekeepers and their em­ 
ployes today. 
A person can obtain a social 
security card and work under 
any name he wishes, Mr. John­ 
son said. To receive his old age 
insurance benefits at age 65 or 
later, he must prove only that 
he is the person for whom a 
social security account has Im en 
set up under that name and 
number, and that his canings 
have been credited to that ac­ 
count. 
Therefore, a social se­ 
curity card is no guarantee that 
an individual is using the name 
his mother gave him or that he 
has a bank account. 
TO I ILLUSTRATE the hazards 
of cashing checks where only a 
social security card is offered as 
identification, Mr. Johnson cited 
a true story. 
Recently, he said, 
police in Tampa, Florida, an­ 
swered a call from a super­ 
market manager and picked up 
a woman “customer" who, using 
several different social securit> 
cards 
as 
identification, 
had 
^Missed $1,600 in worthless checks 
during her travels through six 
eastern cities. 
The 25-year-old woman, Mrs. 
Freida McGurrin, claimed that 
she had been led into her crim­ 
inal career by a mau^he m< t 
while working as a Ventress in 
Baltimore. He had planned all 
their operations, she alleged, and 
had taken all the money. 
The 
man, Thomas Gerald Ryan, 29, 
deserted his accomplice before 
the Tampa police arrived at the 
supermarket. 
The general plan 
followed by the couple was for 
Mrs. McGurrin to visit the local 
social security office in each of 
the six cities on their itinerary 
to obtain a social security ac­ 
count number card. Ryan would 
pick a random address off a 
street map, and using an alias of 
his selection, she would apply 
for a social security card, alleg­ 
ing that she was going to work 
for the first time. He then wrote 
out a number of checks, all for 
$44 and took her around tcr sev­ 
eral stores in town where she at­ 
tempre to cash them, offering 
only the falsely obtained social 
security card as identification. 
Mrs. McGurrin told Tampa po- * 
lice that about half the stores 
she 
approached 
cashed 
the j 
checks without requiring any 
other evidence of her identity 
ALTHOUGH few' people will, 
like Mrs. McGurrin, go to the 
trouble of obtaining a 
false 
social security card, he pointed 
out that properly issued cards j 
may be lost or stolen, and may 
be in the possession of someone 
to wnom it does not belong. 
Moreover, a person can have his 
name on his social security card 
changed by filing a request for a I 
change in records with the So­ 
cial 
Security 
Administration. 
For example, he said, women 
change their names after they 
marry. 
The Kingston. New’ York Dis­ 
trict Office of the Social Secur­ 
ity Administration is located in 
the Central Post Office Building 
and services all of Ulster and 
Sullivan counties.
